Cross: the number of people in need both at home and abroad never 
goes down. 


Helping people in need is the main concern of the Red Cross whether it 
is for special fundraising efforts for the victims of drought and famine 
in Sthiopia or for helping elderly and disabled paople in the community 
at home.

Already many Cambridgeshire people give up their valuable free time to 
work with the Red Cross on these and other services, we always need 
more volunteers.
